and Pere ians. No bill of excommu- |. 


nication against the boys could be 
more potent, for from this regula- 
lation there was no appeal. What 
has been the result? Tens of thou- 
eands of boys bave been growing 
up without a trade and becoming 
hoodiums in consequence. Of the 
half million, or less, of people who 
annually cross the Atiantic, thou- 
sands are skilled artizans who take 
the pusitions which should be fil.ed 
bv boys tra ned in American work- 
shops. So general is the feeling 
that the rights and privileges of our 
boys have been too much restricted 
that numerous industrial schools to 
supply the want have been started, 
as in Boston, Philadelphia, Cleve- 
land, Chicago, Denver and many 
other places. The laborers whose 
sons suffer most by this state of af- 
fairs are experiencing a change. of 
heart, aud a new policy has been 
inaugurated. The national assem- 
bly of journeymen house painters re- 
cently beld in the East uuani- 
mously resolved that this old re- 
striction as to the number of ap- 
prentices employed in any one in- 
stitution, or by any one boss, be 
abandoned. The taking off of this 
embargo, so to speak, from Ameri- 
can raised boys seeking to learn a 
trade. must be approved by all who 
have given the subject any thought; 
and the example set will, we think, 
be followed by many similar organ- 
izations throughout the country. 


Bisbop Whitaker's School for 
Girls has merits not egualed in 
some respects by any school in Ne- 
vada. The Bishop has been very 
painstaking in his selection of 
teachers. In making bis selection 
there has been none of the cry of 
the demagogue which denounces 
the imported,“ aud demands 
home talent, whether or not it be 


talent or a conspicuous want of it. 


When in need of a teacher be has 
made the best choice from among 
the teachers he knew, living any- 
where no matter where, that his 
judgment would approve.

Hector 
de Castro, Vice-President of the Cum- 
mercial Company, said to-day that his 
company had decided to wait two 
weeks longer for other companies to 
act. Ifin that time—say by the close 
of the month — the opposition lines 
fail to restore the rate to 40 
cents then the Commercial will 
drop to 12 cents per word. This 
may cause others to reduce to six 
cents, and iu such an event the cable 
war will become very disastrous. 
“The cable companies are not making 
any profit,“ said Mr. De Castro, and 
most of them will become weary of 
doing business for fun. Our company 
is ready to agree upon a 40-cent rate, 
which is conceded to be about the 
fairthing. Of course if our competi- 
tors reduce the present rate further we 
will go with them. We can stand it as 
long as they can.”’
